OTOGKTON STRUGGLE ENDS 
WITH UNION VICTORY 


After a struggle of five months, 
the labor unions of Stockton have 
won their fight against the so-called 
open shop. 


The lockout enforced by the Mer- 
chants, Manufacturers and Employ- 
ers’ Association of Stockton on July 
8 was declared off last night, when 
the unions and the employers, in sep- 
arate mass meetings, unanimously 
ratified an agreement submitted by 
a joint committee of trade unionists 
and employers. 

In this agreement the employers 
withdraw the open shop declaration 
sent to the labor organizations by the 
Merchants, Manufacturers and Em- 
ployers’ Association on June 26. This 
declaration was to the effect that on 
and after a given date the employers 
would operate on the so-called open 
shop basis and would refuse to recog- 
nize the union label, card or button. 
Tt was the enforcement of: this declar- 
ation of policy that started the labor 
war in Stockton five months ago, 
and with the withdrawal of this dec- 
laration by the employers the wage- 
earners fee] that they have won a 
complete victory. 

The employers, in the agreement, 
pledged themselves to reinstate their 
former employers aes fast’ as vacan- 
cies occur nad not to discriminate 
against union men who have actively 
participated in the industrial war. 
Wages, hours and conditions are to 


remain as they were prior to the 
lockout, which means that union 
hours, wages and conditions will pre- 
vail in all industries. 

In return, the labor unions agree 
to lift all boycotts and to declare all 
businesg houses in the city fair to 
union labor, and that members of the 
various unions shall be permitted to 
patronize any and all firms without 
any form of restraint. 

To provide for future differences 
that may arise between employers 
and employes, the agreement stipu- 
lates that a committee of six shall 
be appointed to adjust such differ- 
ences.
